Not Since the Time of Napoleon the Great Has Danger Threat- 
ened England From So Many Quar- 
‘ ters at Once.

LONDON, March 8.—Nothing short of a 
miracle can preserve the peace of the world 
now, it is believed among British states- 
men and politicians. Not since the Napo- 
leonic wars has danger threatened from so 
many quarters. News from Washington, 
combined with the grave. tidings © from 
China and West Africa, sent consols down 
one-half on the Stock Exchange, and the 
panicky feeling there was refiected in the 
House of Commons lobby. 

The report that Spain had given the 
United States to understand that she de- 
sired the recall of Gen. Lee from Cuba was 
regarded in parliamentary circles as pal- 
pable evidence of a desire to provoke a 
rupture. 

In thelr present temper Englishmen 
would regard with extreme disfavor the 
transfer of any British-built warship to 
any foreign country. 

The admiralty has been savagely at- 
tacked for permitting Spain to take away 
two torpedo vessels recently completed for 
her. Yet, as was cabled the Post-Dispatch 
last week, those boats were only the par- 
tial filling of an order from Spain given 
more than a year ago, when four torpedo 
catchers were contracted for from the 
Fairfield Ship Bullding Co. 

It is proof of the extreme exigency of 
Bpain’s requirements that those two com- 
pleted torpedo catchers are accepted, not- 
withstanding that they failed in their re- 
cont peed trials and showed other defects

which there has not been time to make 
good. They were contracted for as 30-knot 
boats, but they only attained 2 knots. 

The work on the remaining two boats Is 
heing strenuously pushed, but it cannot be 
completed under six weeks at the earliest. 

But Englishmen are too deeply pre-occu- 
pied with their own critical conditions with 
France and Russia to devote very much 
attention to the latest development of the 
American-Spanish situation. 


The news cabled to the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday that the British Government had 
secured options prior to all nations on 
ery warship building in British yards Was 
current to-day in the House of Commons, 
where it was said that the British Navy 
estimates to be issued this week will con- 
tain a surprise tn the form of an announce- 
ment that, owing to the threatening aspect 
of affairs and the delay in the completion 
of the contracts on warships caused by the 
engineers’ strike, the Government has com- 
pleted its promised nava] programme by 
securing the right to purchase the ships 
now being built on,the Tyne and the Clyde. 

Public feeling is thoroughly wrought up 
that this and any other measure of na- 
tional defense would be warmly approved. 


A report is prevalent tn the House of 
Commons to-night that Prime Minister Sal- 


isbury’s resignation cannot be delayed long. 
Faith in his wisdom and courage as For- 
eign Minister has been dissipated, and with 
war clouds rising on all sides it is felt that 
his continuance at the head of affairs is a 
grave additional peril to the empire.

HIS CELLAR, 


Fred Freunning Holding a 
Fort on Arsenal Street. 


FOOD PASSED HIM BY FRIENDS. 


TRUST AND HE WILL 
NOT VACATE, 


HIS LAWYERS BEGIN ACTION. 


Counter Suit for $20,000 Damages 
Filed for the Self-Imprisoned 
Man—Family Troubles 
as Well as Others. 


While his lawyers, F. W. Imsiepen and 
Edward A. Noonan, are instituting a suit 
for $20,000 damages for him, Frederick 
Freunning is intrenched in the basement of 
his home, 4930 Arsenal street, resisting all 
efforts to put him out. 

Neighbors and friends pass him food and 
drink through the cellar windows and take 
a great interest in watching the outcome of 
the rather etrangs case. 

According to the statements of his law- 


yers, Freunning’s case is a strange one in 
many ways. About 30 years ago he acquired 
a lot of ground with a front of about 245 
feet on what is now Arsenal street. The 
lot was out In the county. them, but as the 
city spread the property became a town lot 
and enhanced in value. Family troubles 
came to Freunning, his rst wife died, And 
with his second he had trouble, which Tfe- 
sulted in a separation. 

About three years ago it was noticed by 
his friends that he was becoming queer in 
his conduct, and he was sent to various 
asylums for nervous troubles. His daugh- 
ter, Mrs. George Kuchenbuch, refused to 
live in his house any longer. because she 
was afraid of him. About the same time 
that he developed his eccentricities he bor- 
rowed a comparatively smal sum of money 
from Anton Laux, a butcher, and gave him 
a deed of trust on the property. The deed 
contained a lease clause, which permitted 
Freunning to remain as tenant until the 
deed was foreclosed and the property sold. 

In the course of time the lot was sold 
under the deed of trust for about $4000, 
which, it is claimed, is not half the value of 
the lot alone. Then proceedings for un- 
lawful detention were instituted in Jus- 
tice Cline’s court against Freunnine to com- 
pel him to vacate. These proceedings are 
still pending. 

On March 2 William C. Gadsby, the jaw- 
yers claim, was hired to go and take pos- 
session of the house and put Freunning out. 
They had an exciting time of it from all 
accounts and Gadsby only succeeded in 
driving the old man into the cellar, where 
he still remains. His friends eontemplate 
bringing proceedings to have the sale se’ 
aside and to have a guardian appointed f 
the old man so that his property may Lv 
properly looked after.

The St. Louis Journeymen Horseshoers’ 
Local Union No. 3 was organized April 16, 
1867, and incorporated under the laws of 
Missouri May 8, 1867. Its purpose was to 
enable the horseshoers to assist each other 


in case of sickness and in all other ways 
to better the general condition and welfare 
of the craft. In April, 1873, it became a 
member or part of the National Union of 
the United States. In the year 1893 it 
joined its forces in organizing an interna- 
tional union, embracing all the principal 
cities of the United States and Canada, to 
which delegates are elected to an annual 
convention to revise the laws governing the

national body. Thomas J. Mullin, the 
president, was born in New Jersey 37 years 
ago, but has resided in this city since he 
was one year old. He has held the posi- 
tion almost continuously since 1887.

Connor, recording eecretary, 
was born in St. Louis 45 years ago, and is a 
veteran in the ranks of unionism.

The pepularity of Nat Goodwin itn St. 
Louis was attested to last evening by the 
large audience which turned out to greet 
him at the Olympic. It was a fine look- 
ing, full-dress audience, such as is seldom 
noticed during Lent, or rather so early in 
the Lenten season.

SUIT AGAINST FATHER TUOHY 


| Archbishop Kain Takes Legal Steps to 


Eject Him, 


An attempt will be made to oust Father 
Tuohy from the parochial residence of St. 


Patrick’s Church by legal means. ch- 
bishop Kain began a suit for unlawful de- 
tainer in Justice Hennessy’s court. Jeffer- 
eon avenue and Dickson street, on Monday. 

Father Tuohy’s counsel advised him by 
telegraph a few days ago, when a young 
man had tried to serve him with a notice 
to vacate, that .there was nothing in the 
court rules to authorize such action. The 
Chicago ecclesiastical court held that there 
was no proof that the dismissal of Father 
Tuohy as pastor, and his appointment to 
Edina constituted attentants, that is that 
were imposed as a punishment following 
the finding of the lower court. 

The Chicago court therefore ruled that 
it had no jurisdiction over the alleged at- 


'tentates, but Father Walsn appealed to the 


Papal Delegate at Washingcon, and he 
holds that the Archbishop cannot proceed 
in the case, while the appeal is pending, 
without incurring the risk of being cited for 
contempt. 

The Archbishop, however, whose legal ad- 
viser is Judge Daniel] Dillon, thinks differ- 


‘ently, and since Father Tuohy refuses to 


receive or obey orders to vacate, he will en- 
deavor to evict the priest by legal means. 
The summons was given to Constable Jas. 
P. Miles to serve, and the case has been 
docketed for March 18. The Archbishop 
claims $0 nominal damages by the alleged 
unlawful possession. 

Father uohy will fight the case vig- 
orously. In addition to Father Walsh, his 
counsel in the ecclesiastical court, he has 
lay counsel in Attorney Fauntleroy, and 
the probability is that no matter what the 
finding of the Justice the defeated party will 
appeal to a higher court, and between the 
possibilities of appeals in civil courts and 
the carrying ,of the ecclesiastical case to 
Rome, it may be a long time before the 
tangled affairs of St. Patrick’s are finally 
adjudicated by the courts of last resort.

VICIOUS ATTACK ON THE STREET 


Mrs. Morrion Worked for 31 a Week to 
Support Her Husband and Says 
She Was Beaten for Not Go- 
ing to a Wineroom. 


In fasuing a warrant for assault and bat- 
tery, in a case that had all the appearance 
at first flush of an ordinary “clothesline 


fight,”’ Col. Johnson developed one of the 


saddest stories ever related in the warrant 


office. 

Barly Tuesday a sad eyed little woman, 
thinly and poorly clad, with a gweet face 
and large blue eyes, red from much weep- 
ing, walked up the big iron stairway in the 


grim and forbidding Four Courts. Though 
she was young and her dress showed her 
acquaintance with stern teagan C her face 
and language indicated that she did not 
come from the lower strata. Accompany- 
ing her was an old colored auntie, who from 
her small hoard was fulfilling the part of 
the Good Samaritan. 

Mrs. Cecil Morrion was the name of the 
little woman. She had been brutally as- 
saulted and the cruel marks of finger prints 
were on her neck. 

Her husband lost: his position last fall. 
His health was bad and he could not do 
heavy work. The work that he was able 
to do he could not obtain. Their small sav- 
ings dwindled until they scarcely knew 
how they were to keep the wolf from the 
door. Mrs. Morrion felt that she ought 
to do something to assist her husband. She 
saw an advertisement for help wanted and 
concluded to apply for the place. 

She was told to inquire of Mrs. Theresa 
Snider at 1406 Spruce street. She went, she 
says, and though the pay was small, only 
$1 per week, she concluded to try and ful- 
fill the duties. The one work she had ever 
done was in her own little home, but she 
set bravely about her task. 

“That was about six weeks ago,” Mrs. 
Morrion told Col. Johnson. “I did house- 
work, and though the work was hard l 
did not complain. I was more than re- 
warded when I could go and put in my 
sick husband’s hand the dollar that I 
worked hard for and made. honestly. 

“TIT had not been there a great while until 
Mrs, Snider wanted me to go to the theater. 
I ‘said I could not afford it. She said she 
would pay my way, and I feared I would 
offend her if I refused. We went several 
times. Once we left, ag I supposed to go 
to the theater. We went to a wineroom at 
Seventh and Chestnut streets. I had never 
been in such a place in my life and I wanted 
to go home. She did not meet any one, 
though she evidently expected to. 

“She asked me to go again on several oc- 
casions, but I managed to make excuses, 
A little more than a week ago she wanted 
me to go and I refused. I had no excuse 
and just told her I would never enter a 
wineroom again. She» got terribly angry 
and called me the vilest of names. It was 
nearly 10 o’clock at night that she came to 
my room and began abusing me again. 
She took my things and set them out in the 
etreet. I did not know which way to turn. 
Mrs. Lee, a colored washerwoman, who 
lives at 407 Targee street, took compassion 
on me. She told me I could have shelter 
for the night in her home. I gladly availed 
myself of her offer. She was good to me 
and told me I could stay as long as I liked. 

“Monday night Mrs. Snider and Mrs, Ma- 
bel Kauffman of 1500 Belmont street met 
me on the street near Mrs. Snider's. The 
accused me of talking about them. I ha 
not said anything and told them so. 

“They knocked me down. They choked 
me and beat me. I called for help and Mrs. 
Snider took my little shawl and stuffed it 
in my mouth. A man saw them and he 
made them let me up. There was no police- 
man in sight.” 

Mrs. Morrion’s story was corroborated by 
several witnesses. Col. Johnson said that 
women like Mrs. Morrion, who were trying 
to make an honest living, should be pro- 
tected, and he said he took pleasure itn is- 
suing the warrant.
